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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place ttie application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments are directed to the primary 
reference of "wilson" as not being enabled by the provisional application that the provisional application fails to enable structure or how the 
structure is put together. Applicant makes general statements regarding lack of enablement. Examiner during noted interview the examiner 
indicated that applicant must specifically point out which sections of the cited reference are not supported by the provisional application. 
The examiner notes that the test for enablement also includes one skilled in the art, the examiner maintaints that one skilled in the art would 
understand how to "put together" the structure for the business requirements set-forth. The disclosure does not require each and every 
element to be clearly layed out if it would be known to one skilled in the art how to accomplish the tasks. Applicant has failed to show that 
the level of one skilled in the art would not know how to write a program to meet the business requirements set forth in the provisional 
application.
